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AIRPORT HERE GOAL 0 
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WEST END CIVIC LEADERS 


Three Communities Unite in Campaign For Air 
Field, With Backing Assured From Pilots, 
Officials—Proposed Site Near Red Hill 


Possibility of an airport, hovering over Upland for many 
months, took form last night, and today a special committee, 
representing Upland, Cucamonga and Alta Loma, is studying 


details concerning method of financing and operation. 


Assur- 


ed that the project will materialize, businessmen ot the three 


communities will prepare for an 
intensive drive to convert a tract 
into what many believe will be the 
most popular airport outside of 
Los Angeles. 

Enthusiasm stirred by E. J. 
Fluke, traveling traffic representa- 
tive of the Western Air Express, 
two dozen representatives of Up- 
land and Cucamonga, in the local 
Legion clubhouse last night, de- 
cided to launch a campaign to give 
this territory a Class A port. Un- 
til the committee determines the 
best method of financing the pro- 
ject, no actual steps will be taken, 
but within two weeks the leaders 
expect to have a definite plan to 
present to the community. 


Thee Cities Unite 


The port will be a community 
proposition, sponsored by Upland, 
Cucamonga and Alta Loma, and 
the name will indicate to the pub- 
lic that it is a product of com- 
bined effort,on the part of citizens 
in this prosperous citrus belt. 

With no obstacles surrounding 
it, the site is directly on the route 
of the Western Air Express mail 
line from Los Angeles to New 
York., The air has been “survey- 
ed,” and assurance is given that 
the conditions are almost ideal for 
flying. The soil is solid, having 
the advantage of being secure for 
heavy planes and not inclined to 
be dusty. 

The port will be directly north 
of Lone Hill, with the eastern 
boundary next to Red Hill. The 
site will provide a run-way of 
more than 3000 feet and consists 
of approximately 50 acres’ Mr. 
Fluke declared the site is one of 
the best he has ever inspected. 


Offer is Made 


Not oniy have the civic leaders 
in the project gotten the aid of 
the three communities, but an 
aviation school has offered to pay 
$600 for the first year for use of 
the field to instruct students. Sev- 
eral Pomona College students have 
also expressed the intention of 
taking the instruction, buying 
planes and rent hangar space. 

Mr. Fluke said he could think 
of no field that did not pay for it- 
self within a short time, and he 
expressed the belief that within 
two years after the local project 
became a reality, it would bring 
a good revenue to the community. 

Many Possibilities Seen 


With one of the best airports in 
Southern California, airplane man- 
ufacturers and accessory compan- 
ies would be attracted here and 
there are other possibilities of de- 
velopment that might make this 
district the center of a great avia- 
tion industry. 

L. N. Kirk, postmaster, presid- 
ed at the meeting last night, and 
conducted an informal discussion. 
He appointed on the temporary 
committee, G. A. Hanson, chair- 
man, W. W. Horak, Robert Klindt, 
Hugh Thomas and Gordon Bil- 
lings. 

“Every live community will have 
an aviation field within a few 
years. Why put it off and wait,” 
Mr. Fluke declared. “Aviation de- 
velopment is sure to come. All we 
are hoping is that you will build 
a place in keeping with the pos- 
sibilities and you are certain to 
come out all right.” 

Through the Upland post of the 
American Legion, the project was 
considered first several months 
ago. Mr. Klindt was appointed 
chairman of the post’s committee. 
Since then an option for lease has 
been secured from the San An- 
tonio Water company, owner of 
the land. 

It has been estimated that $10,- 
000- will be necessary to convert 
the field into a port. That figure 
includes cost of placing the South- 
ern California Edison company 
power line under ground, and 
clearing and leveling of the land. 
A plan may be worked out to do 
most of the work through dona- 
tion labor, thereby cutting the ex- 
pense. 

The method of raising the money 
needed and plan of clearing the 
field and management of the port 
will be considered by the commit- 
tee.

“San Bernardino county is one 
of the great inland valleys of 
Southern California, has a com- 
bined area larger than Massa- 
chusetts Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, New Jersey and Delaware 
altogether 20,163 square miles,” 
declared the article. “It has 
thousands of acres of fertile, 
well-watered soil, its forest cov- 
ered mountains comprise one vast 
treasure chest overflowing with 
mineral wealth. From the days 
of the Padres and the Mormons 
to the present era of rail and 
motor transportation, San Ber- 
nardino has served as a gateway 
to Southern California. Sixty 
miles away is the Pacific wiih 
‘its ships and harbors, ready to 
transport the products of the soil 
and the industries to all quartecs 
of the globe. 

“The richness of the agricultur- 
al portion of the county is well- 
known, for it contributes ea7h 
year close to one-quarter of the 
citrus fruits of the state, the total 


income from this source amourt-; 


ing to $21,493,165 during the 


year 1927. More than 40,00 
acres are devoted to naval or- 
anges alone and naval oranges 


for the county were valued at 
$18,590,560 in 1927. Due to the 
importance of the citrus industry 
in San Bernardino county, the 
National Orange Show idea was 
conceived and has been carried 
out with success that the show 
has become known as ‘Califor- 
nia’s greatest mid-winter event.’ 
The orange show is held each 
February and is attended by over 
a quarter of a million people 
from all parts of the 
States. The exposition building 
itself is worthy of note, being 140 
x 800 feet in dimensions larger 
than any exposition building of its 
kind on the Pacific coast. 


‘Notable among the agricultural , 


products of the county are the 
grapes—33,000 .acres in all, 20,-

| “Although no one has yet dip- 
|ped very deep into San Bernar- 
dino county’s desert treasure 
chest, it is each year attaining a 
higher stage of development. One 
hundred and thirty-five minerals 
of commercial worth are to be 
found in this territory, among 
them goid, silver, lead, copper, 
iron, coal, tungsten, borax, lime, 
potash and cement.

Hiram Clark Ranch Selected | 
as Rearing~ Ponds and 
Work Already Started

Anglers in this community will 
be greatly interested in the an- 
nouncement that the old Hiram 
Clark ranch in the Santa Ana 
canyon, about twenty miles south | 
of Upland, has been selected by 
the state game and fish commis- 
sion for aging ponds and that 
construction of the improvement 
From these 
ponds hundreds of thousands of 
mature trout will be turned out 
each year for stocking the lakes 
and streams of the San Bernar- | 
dino mountains. 

Prepaiation of the aging tanks | 
will be finished within two or 
three months and by the opening 
of the 1929 angling season in the | 
neighborhood of 500,000 trout five, 
six and seven inches in length 
will have been reared. 

The Hiram Clark ranch in up- 
per Santa Ana canyon is reached

The rearing ponds will be built 
on Deer creek, across which a 
concrete dam will be built to in- 
sure a constant flow of 100 inches 
of water.
